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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is in response to applicant's response filed on Mar. 08, 2006. Claims 
1-21 are pending in the present application. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 recites a method for handling an off-hook event comprising 

steps of: "detecting an off-hook event with a modem communicatively linked to a circuit 
loop in which the off-hook event occurs, wherein the modem is automatically activated 
when a telephone device connected to the circuit loop is in an off-hook state and is 
automatically deactivated when no telephone device connected to the circuit is in an off- 
hook state" . The prior art of record does not teach these limitations. A similar thing 
holds for independent claim 1 1 and 21 . 

New search updates revealed no other prior art which teaches the limitations in the 
context of the claims. Therefore, claims 1-21 are indicated allowable.
